The organization of the Rumford 
Novelty Hauufacturing Company that 
was effected last week introduces a 
new business to Rumford Fails, and 
one that gives promise of developing 
into a big business. 

The company is organized to man-, 
ufaclure a combination wash board 
that is the acme of simplicity and util¬ 
ity, The device consists of two ordi¬ 
nary wash boards so combined that 
one rests against the side of the tab 
in the ordinary Way, and the top 
board is so adjusted that it moves up 
and down the surface of the under 
board. 

There is a, tube running: over the top 
of the upper board Into the tab. The 
tube is in effect a suction pump, and 
every time the board is moved up a 
stream of water is emptied onto the un¬ 
der board. The result is that the 
clothes are kept wet the same as though 
soused by hand, and the? get the same 
degree of tubbing as when the rnbo.ng 
is done by hand.

Hon. Liberty E. Holding of Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio,, who many years ago was 
ft fltudfint at Gould's Academy and who 
has over held a warm spot in Ms heart 
for the Institution, where h® laid the 
foundation fo'r a remarkably success- 
ful career la life, came to: Bethel last 
Saturday with the intentions of of¬ 
fering further assistance to the in¬ 
stitution along such lines ns would 
seem most needed 

In view of the fact hat the grow¬ 
ing condition of the school, under tho 
management of Professor Hanscom, 
has made It almost impossible to ac¬ 
commodate, in the homed of Bethel, 
the students who are seeking admis¬ 
sion to the school, the most imperative 
need at tho present time seemed to he 
it dormitory.

The buildings are especially well 
adapted to the purposes for which they 
will bo used and can be fitted up with 
compartively small outlay, to neeoin- 
dato a inrge number of students; while 
the large grounds will make ftti in¬ 
valuable addition to the present school 
grounds. 

All friends of Gould’s Academy 
should and do rejoice that such 
a one has gone out from the 
Institution, and not Only had such 
a business career in life as to 
bring him n nice fortune, but is in¬ 
spired from the past and present good 
work of the Institution to generously 
assist is :lri$ tangible way, in broad¬ 
ening its sphere and capacity for 
usefulness.
